— Americans 
worry more about how to live 
long than any people on earth. 
The Dutch don't worry about it 
—but they live longer than any 
other people on earth. 


The man at the Health Department 
in Amsterdam, agreed the Dutch 
were long-lived, but said he had 
never stopped to figure out why. 

“Do they take vitamins?” he was 
asked. 

“Only if the doctor tells them to,” 

“Do they live on vegetarian diets?” 

“Not really, but they like vege- 
tables, especially potatoes.” 

“They eat starch! Haven't they 
heard of high protein diets?” 

“Why don’t you ask The Hague 
(the seat of government)”, he sug- 
gested, “I’ve never given living long 
any thought.” 

The Hague said it didn’t have any
